> 1918. 


1. la the last review on education in the Punjab the Lieutenant- 
Governor had an opportunity of surveying the whole field of progress during 
the period of five years from 1911-12 to 19.6-17. In the year 1917- 18> 
as in recent years, the war hampered the rapid expansion of education which, 
might otherwise have been counted upon. But there has been no real set-back* 
The number of students in Arts and i rofessional Colleges shows a steady 
increase, in secondary schools there has been a slight gain, while the small 
falling off in pupils in primary schools is probably as much due to an unhealthy 
season in which plague aud malaria were uuusually prevalent as to the direct 
effects of the war. Pinally, Government in no way reduced its expenditure on 
education, the total charges for which rose from 109 to 115 lakhs. 


2. The year was marked by a thorough investigation and discussion of 
the principles of primary and secondary education, and of practical measures 
for flieir improvement which are expected to have a very definite bearing on 
the future of educational policy in the Province. The Lahore Conference 
of April 1917 ex^-mined various subjects, such as ttie teaching of English, the 
inauguration and expansion of the provident funds system, the training of 
oriental teachers and other matters bearing on the general educational weK 
fare of the Province. Other committees have discussed technical, in- 
dustrial and agricultural education, and in regard to the latter have formulated 
proposals which have since been accepted as the basis of future policy. 
But the event which is likely to overshadow all others has been the 
introduction of a Compulsory Education Bill. The Bill was published fdr 
opinion in October 1917. It was, however, introduced into Council only 
during the current year, and any prouounoement on the subject would be 
premature in the present review. But it is desirable to take this opportunity 
of explaining the position in regard to demands made in certain quarters that 
compulsory primary education should be free. 
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The draft Bill contains a section permitting local bodies to remit fees 
for any of the boys required to attend sohool under the Act, provided that 
resonable compensation is paid to institutions under private management for 
any loss in fee income entailed on them by such remission. The need for such, 
a proviso is often overlooked by those ^ who dilate upon the "duty of Government 
to provide ‘ free primary education.’ So far as municipalities are coneern)^ 
primary education is for the most part supplied by the primary departments of 
aided secondary schools. Several important municipalities only maintain on©' 
lower primary school each/ It would cost such munMpaliMp little 
fees in' the municipal'sohools j . but they would ■ Iherehy' 
temissioa on aided schools, who;did not wish fcolose^tfe^ir pnpils,. 
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was Es. 1,49,086, to whicli must be added tbe fees paid by boys attending the 
vernac'ilar classes of secondary schools, possibly amounting to half a lakh 
more, bringing the total amount paid in fees for vernacular primary education 
in the Province to about two lakhs of rupees only a*^ against a total expenditure 
of over 2 lakhs There is much to be said for the view that these two lakhs can 
be better employed in extending primary education to the general public, 
especially in rural areas, than in remitting the almost nominal fees to those 
who can well afford to pay them Anyhow the matter is one to be left to local 
bodies with the proviso above explained. 

3. The proposed legislation paved the way for the appointment of a 
committee on District Board educational finance, which met in October 1917 ; 
its recommendations are noticed in later paragraphs of this review, and the 
orders passed upon it mark a great step forward in the improvement of 
rural education and for the creation by local bodies with substantial Govern- 
ment aid of the conditions which are essential before the principle of compul- 
sion can be accepted. 

4. The demand for collegiate education has in no way slackened. An 
additional Arts College, the Guru Nanak Khalsa College at Gujranwala, brings 
the total number of such institutions m the Punjab up to eleven, while the 
number of students has advanced from 4,221 to 4,597, most ot the colleges con* 
tributing to the increase Of mofussil colleges the Khalsa College at Amritsar is 
making exceptional progiess. In a number of cases the demand for adm' 
could not be met and to meet the wants of those who cannot find aocommodation 
in or meet the expense of the Lahore colleges, Government has now under 
consideration proposals for establishing two second grade colleges outside 
Lahore. The standard of instruction has throughout been well maintained, the 
Agricultural Cohege at Lyallpur and the Government School of B ^gliie^iing 
at E-asul calling for particular mention. 3t is gratifying to hear that the 
transfer of the Clerical and Commercial Classes at Amiitsar to tlie Government 
High School there has been an unqualified success, and Mr Emhey’s 

for the institution of a diploma for commerce aie under the consideration of 
the University. The professional and technical institutions generilly cannot 
keep pace Tvith the demand for qualified graduates, but while the legal profes- 
sion is already overstocked the number of admissions to the Law College is in- 
creasing by leaps and bounds, perhaps as a result of the limited number of 
admissions to the other institutions. 



6. In view of tbe special conditions created by the war tbe building 
programme of the department has been to a large extent in abeyance. In 
Lahore itself, a contial ute, oppo-ite the gate of the Government College, has 
been purchased for the erection of a hostel to contain 260 students, and the 
plans and estimates have now been approved by Government. At the Porman 
Christian College a now block for classes in industrial chemistry was completed 
during the year. Outride the capital, projects are now in hand for the building 
of normal schools at Rohtak, Gakhar and Sargodha. The Khalsa College, 
Amritsar, has been extended by the construction of a new block of cubicles, 
thanks to the generosity of His Highoess the Maharaja of Faridkot, and by 
additions to the chemical laboratory. Minor works were also carried through 
at other stations. In commenting npon building operations in secondary 
schools Mr. Bichey remarks that the SSkh oommnmi^ are quick to erect gow 
hnildiags for their new High Schools, and at the same time sounds a neoessar^T 
note of warning against the eagerness to open new schools before 
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mad Egypt doubtless differ in many respects, but there must also be many 
points of similarity. 

Mr, Eicbey comments upon the uneven distribution and frequent 
insufficiency of vernacular middle schools in the Province. The 
main difficulty appears to lie in the financial inability of local bodies to 
provide expensive institutions in which the fees charged are low, and this 
difficulty may be met to some extent by the introduction of English as an 
optional subject in such schools. In two districts English has already been 
introduced as an optional subject in vernacular middle schools, and the demand 
for this subject is likely to be considerable. Here too sp )oial oarc should be 
taken that those in whose interests English teaching is introduced should pay 
for it themselves and not throw the cost on the local rates ^on which 
primary and vernacular education should be a first charge. The suggestion 
that the present distincEion between vernacular and Anglo- vernacular middle 
schools may ultimately be eliminated by the addition of English as a 
voluntary subject is of great interest, the more so as vernacular middle 
schools form the only training ground for primary school teachers. The 
instruction in schools of the middle department is generally good, but 
it is a matter for regret that Urdu should be reported as one of the 
weakest subjects in the secondary school curriculum. The system of class 
libraries, containing books suitable to the standard reached, is one which 
appears to hold out a remedy for a state of affairs that cannot be regarded with 
complacence. 


7. The fetish of examinations, alluded to in the last review, is 
again noticed in the report. It is never easy to regulate the examination 
system in such a way as to ensure that equal industry and intelligance are 
required for passes in different subjects but it is to be regretted that t^ 
increasing popularity of agriculture as a pass subject should be ascribed to the 
belief among students that a pass in this subject which is largely taught from 
the text book is more easily secured than in other subjects. An honourable 
exception is made of fehe Zamindari High School, Q-ujrat, where instruction is 
given on a district board farm and where two boys won prizes at the ploughing 
competition at the district horse show, but the arrangements now introduced 
for putting teachers through a practical course of agriculture at the Lyallpur 
College should pave the way for making the teachers of and the examination 
in agriculture in secondary schools more thorough and searching The 
Lieutenant-Governor has read the remarks (paragraph 17 of report) of the 
Eawalpindi and Jullundur Inspectors regarding school discipline and organiza- 
tion with some concern. They reveal an unhealthy competition and unscrupu- 
lous methods of recruiting students on the part of certain headmasters and 
managers of aided schools, which in the interests of education should be sternly 
checked, if necessary by the withdrawal of Government aid and recognition. 





8 The decrease in the number of scholars ati ending primary schools 
(from 24i5,628 to 24^ ,149), although the number of schools increased by 164, is 
attributed partly to the malaria epidemic in the autumn and partly to the 
wi^drawal of many senior pupils for work on the land in heavily rearniW. 
areas. The latter cause might explain the falling off of 4,100 hc^a la 
Eawalpindi* but not that of 2,404 in the Multan Division where rforuiting 
the army has heen v^ poor.

pfominent feature is the proviso that the Government grant shall depend upon 
a satisfactory scale of salaries for teachers, thereby securing the hrst essential 
to successful expansion. The ultimate recurring cost of the 5-years’ programme 
is roughly twelve lakhs, of which Government undertakes to provide, in addition 
to present grants, about two-thirds or eight lakhs, the grants varying from 
50 to 100 per cent, according to the claims and circumstances of each district, 
in estimating which war services have been given a prominent place. Eor 
non-recurring expenditure Government has accepted a liability of two lakhs 
per annum for 5 years on condition that the boards will provide half that 
amount. 


9. The Lieutenant-Governor welcomes the increasing indications that 
as a result of the measures which have steadily been pursued for improving pay 
and prospects the quality of the candidates for the teaching profession is steadily 
improving. With the prospect of a rapid expansion in vernacular education 
the importance of this side of the problem can hardly be exaggerated. 
Central Training College at Lahore has had a successful year, and the large 
increase of the staff, which has recently been proposed, if sanctioned by higher 
authority, should enable the College to keep pace with the rapidly growing 
demand for qualified teachers, as well as for the necessary additions to the in*^ 
specting staff. Among normal schools for men no change has been reported 
during the year, but sanction has been accorded to the opening of an additional 
normal school at Lahore, and also of four normal schools for women at centres 
outside the capital so as to provide one for each division. The percentage of 
trained teachers in both secondary and primary schools is steadily increasing - 
it Is naturally highest in Board schools, but in the Province as a whole the prcn 
portion of trained teachers is only 53 per cent, of the whole body, and varies 
within wide limits from district to district. 


10. Schools for girls show a slight increase from 990 to 1,015, while 
the number of pupils was practically unchanged. Five-sixths of the girls are 
in the lower primary stage, and the number of school girls in the province who 
have advanced beyond that stage is less tlian 10,000, but there m a satisfac- 
tory increase in the number who are going on for higher education and 
intend to qualify themselves for the teaching profession. The cause of 
the halting rate of progress is, perhaps, duo as much to the serious dearth 
of trained teachers as to the slow growth of public opinion in favour of female 
education. The addition of four normal schools should remove the former 
defect by encouraging teachers to undergo a more extended traininc^. The 
inspecting staff is declared by Mr. Biohey to be insufficient, but this criticism 
would lose some of its force if the proportion of qualified teachers were steadily 
augmented, and local bodies should be stimulated to promote this obiect bv 
every possible encoxxragement. ** ^ 





11. The year has not been marked by an J noteworthy changes in the 
sphere of luropean education. A slight rise in expenditure on Saff grant* 
has been necessary to improve the salaries of qualified teachers, whose number* 
have also been increased. The recruiting <rf assistant masters is an important 
frohlem, and the Jdeutenant-Govemor sharM Mr. BiohOT’g apprehfensiraa that 
the difflcttUaas of reotmiment after the war will iwt diminisL Of a tot*! ^ 
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In tlie prlm&iy department there has been *a falling of of about S 
per cent, in the middle and high a slight and in the Oolleges a marked 
ImprovemeBt. Among Sikhs the proportions are much higher^ but they are still 
below those for Hindus, especially in college education. 

12. An effort is now being made by the Text-Book Committee to limit 
the award of prizes only to works of outstanding merit and to increase 
pro imio the Talue of the roirards. Another and more important measure 
hm been the endeaTOur to staudardise the technical terms in use in Tema* 
cular text-hooks. Six small sub-committees have been formed for the pur- 
pose, and the results of their labours will be laid before the Text- Book Gom- 
miti^. The work is one of no little difEouUy, but jts advantages are obvious. 



13. The pefionnd of the Education Department has seen several 
changes. On Ist April 1917 Mr. Eichey took over charge from Mr. OodleJ^, 
and to him the Lieutenant-Governor’s thanks are due for the success of his 
first year’s working of the department and for a report which is fall of 
interest. Other changes strike a sadder note; the death of Klmn Sahib 
Khalifa Imad-ud-din has been a serious loss to the department. Eurther 
afield, in Mesopotamia, Mr. I. E. Gately, formerly Frof^^or of Eooao- 
mios at the Government College, Lahore, who joined the Indian Army 
Eeserve of Officers at the beginning of the war, dm oh the 7th of June 1917. 
The report appropriately closes with an interesting summary eff the aid given 
by the department in men and in money towards the piosecutioa of the war. 
The admirable work done by the University Signalling Section in Mesopotamia 
has received special commendation from the Military authorities, and the only 
regret is that more College students did not avail themselves of the opportuni^ 
offered for patriotic service. Apart from the European schools above alluded to- 
teachers or students of the primary and secondary schools furnished over 
7,000 recruits to the army, while the schools and colleges invested 6 lakhs in 
the war loan, and subscribed IJ lakhs for objects connected with the war* This 
is a record of which masters and boys, as well as the officers of the department . 
who worked so zealously and siioccssf ally to explain the true objects of the 
struggle and arouse a sense of patriotic ardour, may well be proud* The 
recruiting figures of the Jat High School, Eohtak, the Middle Bchobl 
Kalanaur, the Amin Chand High School, Bajwara, the Elhalsa High School and 
the Christian Boys Boarding School, Ludhiana, the Mission High School, Dalwnl, 
and the Middle School, Mahlpur, the Mission School Martinpur and the Middle 
SohooL Gurgaon — to mention only a few out of many— are truly remarkihie. 
The Lieutenant-Governor would suggest that in all cases where a considethbl# 
number of the teachers and staff have served in the War, thebsmm^ shoutd 
be commemorated in a Boll of Honour to be maintained in the School, a specM 
place of distinction being given to those who made the supimue mcrifice* 
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4. Id Jul;^ the Local Government issued a circular on the subject of 
vernacular education in District, Board areas, in which it pointed out the need 
for a consistent poK<pr for the improvement and expansion of rural education, 
outlined^ such a policy and called for an educational survey of each District in 
the Punjab.^ This, survey wm completed in March and forms the basis .of a 
comprehensive scheme which, has .been introduced during the current year. 
The subject is dealt with in Ghaj^ery. , ,, 

^ an outcome of the My letter a committee on District Board Eduoa- 
tioiml Finance was apjpointed by Government and met in October und^ the , 
chairmar^ip of, the„Hon*hle Mr. P. J. Fag^ G.SJ„ Finani^ iOoniihisdoner. 
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(f») That the status of District Inspectors should be assimilated to 
that of Assistant Inspectors. 

These and a number of minor resolutions passed by the committee are 
dealt with in various succeeding chapters cf this report, 

A Bill for the introduction of compulsory primary education was 
published for opinion in October, 1917, but was only introduced into Council 
during the current year, ileanwbile it is understood that !)oth the Lahore 
and Multan Municipal Committees have been <;onducting enquiries with a 
view to the adoption of such a measure if the Bill passes into law. It is 
hoped that their example may he followed by other local bodies. • 

The standing committee on technical and industrial education sub- 
mitted to G-overnment proposals for the reform of industrial schools in the 
Province. These proposals were circulated by Government to local bodiea 
The replies were received during the current year, and action could not there- 
fore be taken on the proposals during the period under review. 

Tlie subject of agricultural education was discussed hy the Agricul- 
tural and Education Departments during the year, and decisions on this very 
important question were ultimately reached in conferences which met during 
the current year. 

A scheme for a University diploma in commerce was submitted by the 
Education Department to the Syndicate of the Punjab University and is at 
present under consideration by that body. 

A recurring grant of Rs. 1,75,000 was made by the Imperial Govern- 
ment for the training of teachers and the improvement of their salaries at the 
beginning of the year under review. It was decided that the money should 
be utilised in — 

(i) strengthening the staff of the Training College in order to admit 
more students and to provide for the training of oriental 
teachers ; 


(U) the opening of four normal schools for women at centres outside 
Laitore ; 

(Hi) the opening of an additional Normal School for men in the 
Lahore Division ; 

(iv) the revision of the Subordinate Educational Serdee es{jecially 
with a view to improving the pay of oriental teachers j 

(e) special grants to aided schools for the enoourageraent of provident 
funds (a form of expenditure suggested by the Government 
of India). 


Proposals for (i) were submitted to the Local Government in De(!emb€r and 
now await the sanotiou of the Government of India and of the Secretary of 
Sfete. (it) and (tii wore brought into effect this, year, Proj^sals for (i®), 
have been submitted to the Local Government, while (v) was discussed in a 
committee of headmasters and managers and is awaiting a calculation of the 
financial effects of the proposals of that pommittee, / ,

CBAPTER TI. 


CONlU(JIIiING AGENCirS. 

0. i took over the post of Diroctor of Public Instruction on April 1st on 
the rctirtnuent of Mr. .1. 0. Godloj, C fcj.I., who hud hold tliis office for nearly 
ton years. 

There ^'^as only ono change amongst tho Inspectors. L, JTari Das taking 
over charge ol the Ainbala Division on the death of Khan Saliib Khalifa Imad- 
ud-clin iu Augu-t, i9 7, and S. Maqbul Shah, Assistant Inspector, being pro- 
moted to the post of Second Inspector, dullundur. 

Mr. Sanderson, Inspector of European. Schools, w'as permitted to Join tho 
Army Department as Inspector of physical training and bayonet fighting to the 
sisteenth division. He has been carrying on the office work of his civil ap- 
pointment at the same time : but this dual arrangement has not proved very 
satisfactory. 

By the death of Khan Sahib Khalifa Imad-ud-din the Department lost 
the seiw ces of a very experienced and efficient inspecting officer. 

The Department also lost, another good officer in L Ladhu Mai, Assistant 
Inspector, who died in November. 

Two posts of Assistant Inspector during the year were filled by the pro- 
motioii of L Karm Chand, a District Inspector, and M. Abdul JIamid, Head- 
master of the Government High School, Ludhiana. 

There have boon a certain number of changes in the staff of District In- 
spectors. The importance of the work of officers of this class who are virtually 
in oliarge of vernacular education in their Districts can hardly be overestimat- 
ed. The Committee on District Board Educational Eiiianee recommended that 
the status of District Inspectors should be raised and in advanced Districts as- 
similated to that of Assistant Inspectors. The ])ropo.sal is closely linked up with 
the tiucbtion. of revising tho educational services and is being considered in that 
connection. 

The system of placing Assistant Dist riot Enspeotors in direct charge of 
talisila hasboen more widely extended, and has proved very satisfactory. There 
is no doubt that a more general adoption of this system, which however means 
an increase in the number of such offioens, an increase which will in any case 
be necessitated by the expansion of education in rural areas, will lead to a 
greater efficiency in the work of inspection.

Thu 
obvious advantfiges of it are that such suin', as ( lovernment mayhavetodis- 
bui’se w ill bo distributed to the best ud\antago over the whole JPro\ince; that 
Boards will not b(“ cxiiccted to do more than their financial position warrants ; that 
at the sumo time a District IJoaid hai ing ‘ administratively sanctioned ’ a five-year 
jirogniiume will he expected to carry it out, and that its ifincatioual pt>lii*y will 
not therefore lie effeeb'd during tliat period by any ehange in its pcnsonuol.

The Gommitfeec also rceommondi'd the adoption of definite buOdiug pro- 
grammes by District Boards, and regular annual contributions from l^rovinoial 
revenues for this purjmse. 

It further recommended that English should be introduced as an oxitional 
subject iu Board Middle Veniaouiar schools and that apart from thisexperi- 
mont the connection of Di.strict Boards with an glo- vernacular education should 
cease. The first part of this rccomim'iidation is already being given effect to, 
the financial effect of the latter is being calculated. 

When the proposals of the Committee have all been brought into force 
the relations of (Joverument, District Boards and the Education Department 
should be very much 8imi)lified and improved,

CHAPTER III. 


OoliiJorArB Education. 

St «TfI(litioTi.il Ai’ts Collej^e was opened during the past year, the Guru- 

* '** nanak KhalsaOoJlego, Giijranwala, bringing the tolal number of such colleges 
up to 11. The uuiuber of students u< tending tlu'm increased from 4,221 to 4,697, 
the largc'st increase (ilt) being in the attendance at aided institutions. 

E\p(mditiire on arts colleges increased by nearly Es. 20,000 and now 
amounts to Es 8,< .6,093. The major part of the increased expenditure was met 
from b'cs (Es 21, 13^^) while there was a falli’ig off some Rs. 9,000 in sub- 
scriptions and donations. 

OoT«nni*nt CoiUg.* 10. The (‘jiTolmcnt of the Government College remained practically 

stationary at 600, and it seems advisable in the interests of efficiency that this 
number should not ordinarily be exceeded 

Of the number on tin roll, 54 are Uraliraan Hindus, 339 non-Brahman 
Hindus (including b Jainsj, 70 are Sikhs, 131 Muhammadans, 3 Christians and 
1 Parsi 

The figures for expenditure also a ary very slightly from those of the 
preceding year, the inei'case of Es. 1,778 being merely due to the ordinary 
increments in the pay of the staff. 

There were several changes in the personnel of the staff. 

Mr. J E. Gately, Professor of Economics, who had been on deputa- 
tion to the Endian Army Eeserve of Officers since the beginning of the war, 
died in Mesopotamia on June 'J Ih, 1917. The resulting permanent vacancy was 
filled by the appointment of Lala Guru Datt Sondhi, M.A., as Professor of 
Eoononiics in the Indian Educational Service with effect from September 17th. 

The place of Mr. Gordon George, Prolessor of English, was filled by 
Mr L. T. Watkins Headmaster of the Islamia Collegiate School, Peshawar ; 
while the i roftssoiship of Chemistry, left vacant by the transfer of Mr. B. H. 
Wilsdon to the Agricultural College, Lyallpur, was filled by the transfer of 
Mr. H. B, Dunnicliff from the Khalsa College, Amritsar. 

The staff “was strengthened by the appointment of Mr. E. H. White- 
house to the PrefesBorship of Zoology, a post which had remained vacant since 
its creation in 191 3. 

On the other hand Mr. H. L. 0. Garrett, Professor of History, was per- 
mitted to join the Indian Army Eeserve of Officers in October, 1917. Lala 
Manmohan, Assistant Professor, acted for him for two months, when he was 
deputed to foreign service in the Patiala State, Since then Ohaudhri Abdul 
Hamid Ehan, Assistaijt Professor, has been officiating in the vacancy. 

Of 31 ) students presented for University examinations 211 passed, or 67 
per cent , tlie highest percentages being in the M. Sc. (82 per cent.), and the 
Intermediate in Science (81 per cent.). One student obtained a first class in 
M.A. Mathematics and two in the M.Sc. 

There are 308 boarders in the hostel and boarding-houses. The Princi- 
pal records that their conduct throughout the year has been uniformly satis- 
factory . A new arrangement for messing under the supervision of a food 
committee and student manj^eis has proved a great success. 

A site for the new coll^ hostd was purchased during tjie year for 
Es. 1,17,793, It is centrally situated just opposite to the College gates. Plans 
^d Mtimatea for a hostel to oemtain 260 students have been submitted to 
Govemm^t and work hdng commenced during the current year. 
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improvements, including the removal of the library from the ITaII to special 
rooms prepared for it, have been effected, A Christian iIo&f('l was opened in 
connection with the Gordon College, EaA^alpindi. A provident fund for the 
staff was established at tin* Murray College, Hidlkof. Four new dormitories were 
added to the Rivaz Hostel of the Islamia College, h\it the numbers at this in- 
stitution have now’ risen to iTO and the question of extendinif the aecommoda- 
t tion and grounds is now urgent. 

At the Khalsa College, Ararit''ar, a new block of eubieles was built at 
the post of s. 2t,000, generoasly donated hy If Is Highness the Maharaja of 
Faridkot ; and the Chemistry laboratory was extended at a cost of Its 22,000 
of which Government piovidec. Hs. lO.OOi . The numbers in llie College rose 
to 538, an increase oi lii over the ej rolment of the prectsling year Nearly 
two-thirds of the stnaents are Sikhs, the number of Sikh students having trebled 
in the last three years. 

The place of Mr. Hunniolill’ transferred to the Qosernmenf College was 
filled by the appointment of Mr. Armstrong from .Madras to the Indian Educa- 
tional Seru( e. A second Proiessor of Mathematics was added to the staff. 

Ihe College was affiliated for tin* first time in M A. Economies and B.Se, 
Chemistry and Botany. 

The numbers at the H A.-V. College again exceeded 1,000 of whom no 
less than fiOl w'cre housed in the main hostel and branch boarding-house. Life 
in the hostel, which is 'lery carefully orgauind evidiuitly provis \ery popular, 
and additional blocks are under construction. Tlus Lai Cband Memorial Library, 
an attractho building, was completed during the year 

Tho numbers at the the Dyal Sii'gh College have incnsised by 76 to 000 
of whon 417 are boarders, most of these, however, being liousod in r<‘nted kothis. 

A large extension of the central boarding-house is lU'oded, But the capital 
funds of iJic College ha^c beoi' needul during the past year for the construction 
of the Science Laboratory, which should be completed during the present year. 

Some lis. <^0,000 wcie collected during the year for the building fund of 
the Sanatan Dharm Colhgo, and Us 10,000 were spent in purchasing adjac’cnt 
‘ land. Tho staff of the College was stiengthencd considerably during the year 

and {ifliliation up to the B.A. granled to it in stwen subjects and to tho M.A 
in Sanskrit. The number of stmb'nts cnust'queiitly rose from 73 to 142. 

CHAPTER IV. 

ScfONDAUY EmjcATiosr {Boys). 

12. The number of rccognLcd secondary schools for hoys rose from 41*1 Nomtw** 
to 426 during the past year, and the number of scholars atOmding them from 
110,348 to 110,839. 

The new institutions (*onsist of eight new high schools and five new 
Anglo-vernacular middle schools, the number of vernacular middle schook re- 
maining stationary at 151. 

The reasons for the small increase in the number of pupils are given in 
paragraph 2 of Chapter I. 

13. The total direct expenditure on secondary schools rose from®**"®**** 
Es. 28,23,739 to Bs. 29,91,846 of which Es 14,71,230 was met from fees. 

14. The percentage of trained teachers employed in secondary sdK»ls of 
all kinds rose from 66 to 66. It is very satasfaotory to find that the supply of 
trained t^ohem more than keeps paco with the demand for new teachen and 
we aie thus gudually repladng un^uidiM by ijuaiifted teaohws in exlstinf 




Schools of this type are %ory \mevenly distributed ; in the Jullundur 
Dhi'siou for r sample they vary in projvortiou to primary schools from 1 to 
68 in th(> i’i'rfj/epore /Jistrict, to 1 to 14 in the Ludhiana District. In the 
RaMalpindi Distiict they arc not only deficient in numbers but badly 
situated. Consequently of 29 hovs wln> passed the last vernacular middle school 
exaniinatioi in til tt district only 3 were will in if to go to the Normal school, 
tlic* rest proc(‘<4iug to Anglo-vernacular schools 

Twf) important changes in tJu> cuiriculnm ot vernacular middle schools 
arr' umh*r eonsifh'r'itioa (<fj tf e introduction of praeticil agriculture, (ii) the 
intioduction (d‘ optional English. The former will im're properly be di'ali with 
iu next year’s repmt. Tho latter, to vv hich a reierence vv as made in the Quin- 
quennial UevioAv last year, was definitely recommended by the Committee on 
Distrii t Board Bilucational Binanoe, an account ol which is given in Chapter I. 


It is br ing tentatively adopted in tho Lyallpur and Jullundur Districts 
and then* is little doubt that it will gradually he adopted in the majority of 
vernal ular middl » schools. It is essential for the success of this sti'p that there 
should ho a real dimiaml by a sufficient number of parents for English teaching, 
and that the genuinenr-ss ot the demand shoul I be sul)st mtiated by a inenetary 
contribution. Anglo- vernacular education is, apart irom Government High 
schools and provincial grants to aidi'd schools, financed by fees and priv^^e 
subscriptions, and there is no reason why a community which is loo small to 
found an Anglo- vernacular school of its own should not boar tho same propor- 
tion ol the cost in fees and subscriptions of the English education provided in a 
Board school that it would have to bear in a school of its own. 


District Boards are not in a position to spend more money on Anglo-ver- 
nacular education ; indeed the Committee on District Board Pinauce definitely 
recommended that Government should take over all Anglo-vernacular schools 
at present managed by District Boards. The financial effects of this recom- 
mendation hare not vet lieen calculated. 

One effect of tho introduction of English in. vernacular middl ' schools 
should ho tho gradual assimilalion of the oour*ios ot iu''triioti in in the two types 
of middle school It is not too much to hop ‘ that the distinolion between vm- 
nacular middle and Anglo-vernacular middlo schools may gradually be elimi- 
nated and that one typo ol middle school. oUering English as an optional sub- 
ject, may iu time be evolved. 

Alreaiiy tho Inspector of the Jullundur Division suggests that AnHo- 
vomacuLii* middle schools ma^ bi* permitted to present hoys for the vernacular 
middlo examinatiou ; and small changes in their cuniculum would enable 
them to do so 


inrtnwtion in lo- _ 16 Sucii ail assimilation has been rendered possible by the introduction 

wadwy Mboob. ot the Vernacular as the medium of instruction in all subjects ^ve Eno-lish in the 
middle departments of Angio-vernaeular schools This change .vhich was re- 
commendwl with remarkable unanimity by the Educational Conference of 
April, IJi7 (hot' (jliuptor 1', was at oiico iutvodiu^ed. It is as yet too oarly to say 
what its effect has heeii, but Inspectors prophecy nothing but good of this in- 
novation. ® 


In the instructional condition of tlie schools they reiiort a general im- 
provement especially in the teanhiug of drawing, science, drill, mathematics 
improvement in the first three subjects is chiefly due to the 
efforts of the special Inspectors, Mr. J. Y. Buchanan, L. Eatan Dal and Mr. 
J, 8. Bobson. A special class for drawing masters was held by Mr. Buchanan 
during the summer yacatioii in the ilurtee school building kindly lent by the 
Murr^ Muumipahty. Tho results achieved in a six weeks* course were le- 
mrkable, and a two months’ course for drill instructors by Mr. Eobson at 
JUahoro WM ai^ ^ery successful i; similar courses will be held annually in future, 
^emon^ralioa m the ^reot method of teaching English held in the OenteaJ 
Tmmng Ooliege by teachers from two schools in thel^ore Distoot showed

On the other hand it th<‘ <pi.ilit> of tin teaehiiie has improved, yet the 
choice of subjects in tin* llinh di partment is made, as Mr. VVricfht points out, 
with little refeieticc “'to their smbdiiliiy to the mreiuuslaneos ot the hoys, to 
their neii-hhourhood or t<» fhiir walk m IU<‘. 

“Thefaet that an elective snbj«ct,sttchasdra\vin 4 f, haslK'cnmarkodntiffiv 
fortwoyearsisMifFicieid to. that suhject to be dropjied entiicly (although it may 
have been taught tor live years pit viously , m favour ol one ftio matter what) 
in which iiitirks can hi* earntd more lasily. Boys hfivo been known to cram up 
agriculture or physiolo>,y ioi a few moi tie and to obtain ijuite good marks”. 

Agriculture an inm aslnsly popular hidipet, chiefly, T fear, from a belief 
that a pass in it is easily sccarea, is taught largely trom the tuxt-liook. An 
honourable exi'cption must be marie iu Ifivour ol the Zauiiridari High Sicbool, 

(jruji'at, where work is done on a taini lent hy the District Board under the 
supervisiouof an expirt ; two buys of this school won first prisses at the last 
(lujrat horse show lu the use ol the Jlesloii and Baja ploughs. 

The i.,aliore niamial training I ontro has proved very successful and the 
subject ha.s now heeu iiitroduci d into the Dyfd Singh School Further develop- 
ments will have to be marie by tho estahlishmi'nt ot centres attended hy pupils 
of sevi'ral Jiigh w hofds ; hid an account oi the steps takni to establish aucli <*en» 
ties belongs more jiroperly to next year’s report. 

A committee was apiioiided by the syndicate to draw up a scheme for 
tho institution of i joint Mutiiiidafion and School Final examination. The 
sebeme {*volv<*d by the commit rce, though it does iiotcontmnaUihcb«stfeaturt*H 
of a Hchool I’’iual examination i.s a groat improvement on the existing form 
of the Matriculation (‘Xiimination It is at present under consideration by the 
TTniveraity.

18 boys of the Patti unrecognised seluol, in tho lloshiarpiir District, were 
passed wholesale in the 3rd middle class evamiuation, and were taken in the 
Hkh Deperlment of the D. A.- V. school, llopliiarpur. Obviously this alone is 
an incentive for boys to join inefficient and unrecognised schools.” 

The above ciifcioisras relor to iriegularitie', on the part of headmasters 
and managers, and several specific instances of such conduct arc quoted by Mr. 
Crosse. It is at Icasi euc imaging that at t« of i .discipline on thi'* part of school 
hoys arc reported to be inlrei|uout, and on 1 he contrary instances of social 
service are more largely reported. Tho criticism generally levelled at the pro- 
ducts of our secontoy schools is one of " lack of respect for their elders.” But, 
as Hr, Wrighi points out, “ this must he evpected as long as the parent regards 
his sehoolgoing son as a privileged boy allowed to indulge in all sorts of irregu- 
larities piovided he ob) vins class promotion eveiy year ; and so long as the gulf 
between the Icachcr and (lie guardian romaius as wide as it is to-day. ”

It IB notiieahle that tin* Sikh community are quick to erect good build- 
ings for their new' High schools Th«' Arya Samaj, on tho other hand, though 
they have erected some evcelleut hostels, eg, at Ludhiana, Rawalpindi and 
J ullundur, have been too content “ to house tlioir schools {e.g , at these same three 
places in most unsuitable premises.” They would be well advised before open- 
ing more new insrifeutions to devote auv funds at their disposal to establishing 
existing institutions on a satisfactory basis 

19. Medical inspection has also botn suspended owing to the war, the 
Medical Inspectors having all been recalled for military duty. This is unfortu- 
nate as their work had shown promise of nmoh good result.

Two chief reasons arc assigned b^v I uspivtors tor this decrease— («) sick- 
ness, (b) the war. 

{a) Tlie heavy Kiins ol last year wmv lollovu'd bv an opidemk* of 
malaria ot unusual sev(‘rity. succeedt‘d by au outbreak ol plague, most sorere in 
the Multan, Montgomery and 11 iwalpimli Di-triets, Tiuse epidemics affected 
the school attendaioe very >.0 iously ospooially in the Vlultau Division. 

(6) Not only has a certdiu numbfr ot the older pupils in tho Rawal- 
pindi Division enlisted, but a very iniieli larger number of the senior pupils 
has been withdrawn for work on the land owing .o Ihe a')>,enee of their lathers 
or elder brothers on war servie* For oKamphs, a schoil boy of abiuit thirteen, 
whom the Inspector found attempting to plough, t'tpluu'' I thvt he was tho 
sole male representative of his i imily lett at home. 

The decrease in live number of schools in the llawalpindi Division is duo 
to the withdrawal of grant from a number of luelficient aided elementary 
institutions. 

At the same time tho restrictions iiitrodiioed in this Division on the 
admission of new ]>upils throughout the year (see tU<' t^uinquennial lleview, 
paragraph 56 (o ) ), have very laigely afftoted the eimiliaent Jt is particularly 
unfortunate that HS per cent, ot the decline vor *d,‘dfi6-h.l00) is in boys of the 
agricultural class, which has provided the largest number of reornits and 
which can. least adapt itself to any change iu the regulations. 

Ihe restriotion with regard to admissions has boon relaxed.

Inspectors, generally represent that the scales ol salaries introduced by 
District Boards during recent yf'ars have jUMved much less bimeficial than was 
expected owing to deleots in the systi'in of grading, fhe scales have now been 
in force a sufficw'ut length ol time lor their working to be tested. It would be 
well for District Boaids to n'consider tlu m in view of the criticisms made 
and where neceshary to revise' them with the help ol the Government grants 
whidi are now being offered (see paragraph 6). 

instrucKou. 2 1. There is little to add to v hat w as said in the Quinquennial Review as 

to the quality of the instruction in primary schools. No great improvement can 
be looked for till the number of classes taught by a single master is reduced ; 
and until the -work of the normal schools is brought into more close relation- 
ship with the work of the teaclitrs in rural primary schools. The committee on 
District Board Bducational Finance i see Cliapter I) definitely recommended 
that a second teacher should be employed wlien the average attendance in any 
school exceeds 40- and that no teacher should be pi'rmitted to have sole charge 
of more than four classes. Proposals to give effect to these recommendations 
have been made since the period under review. 

It is significant that all five In.spector8 comment in their reports on 
the dirtiness and untidiness of schoolrooms and scholars on the occasion of 
surprise visits. This is a matter that should easily be remedied if District and 
Assistant District Inspectors will realise its importance. 


The Inspector of tho Jullundur Division reports a number of steps 
whicli have been i,akeato iin])rove the efficiency of tbf‘ teaching. The “ look 
and say ” method of teaching leading has been introduced into several schools, 
and has already proved successtul under proper supervision ; but it cannot of 
course he widely introduced until it is i.raotised in the normal schools. Draw- 
ing and handwork have boon started in a number of primary schools, and an 
itinerating drawing master employed to supervise it in the Ludhiana schools. 
A scheme based on the coi relation of school subjects has been introduced in the 
Hoshiarpur District and will gradually he introduced into the whole Division. 
Experiments in agricultural leaching have been made in the same district, 
especially at Chutrla, where the zaildar has generously given 8 kanals of land 
for tho purpose. The question of agricultural teaching in rural schools was 
discussed hetw'een the Agriciiltural and Education Departments during the 
year, but a decision a.s to the policy to be recommended to Government was 
finally reached at conferences held during tho present year and does not 
therefore form part of the subject matter of this report. 


26 . There was naturally hut little buRdiag activity during trie period 
under review.

As a first step towards the fulfilment of this policy District Ins|)octoHi 
were required to prepaii' maps shouiui? the situation of all schools in existence 
in their l)istri<*ts. and at the same time indi«itim5 the jiosition of projtosed pri- 
mary soluwils, and marlvin** olistinetivo marks for each class of senool being 
prescribed^ the eleuienlary schools which should be conyerted into Board schools, 
and the primary .schools vvhi<*h should he raised to the vernacular middle status. 

To accompany these maps were statements showing not only the names of the 
villages iu uhieh new schools should hi* established hut oven the villages with 
their appro.ximate population which each school would servo. 

The policy outlined above was to servo as a general indication of the 
mmibor of schools that would ultimately be uoeded, but various factors, such 
as the density ot the population, the proximity of anglo-vernaoular schools 
{which were sliouii on the map', I he })hyhieal leaturfs of the District, etc., had 
to be lakcii into consideration in tbo preparntiou of these maps. 

The xvork nas nece''sarily very complex ‘uid District Inspectors in the 
majority of cases tailed at fin^t to realise the magmtudt* of the scheme. Oonse- 
quently with few exceptions the mafis first .siilimitied had to he returned tor 
revision. Itouever under the more diroet *>uihtico of Inspectors a series of 
maps fur the xvhoio Province was fiirally eomploted in March last. These maps 
will serve as a record, so far as 11 uct nations iu the population permit of such a 
record being made, of the ultimate needs of the Punjau in the matter of verna- 
cular education.

Meanwhile iu October, 1017. a Committee ou Distriol Board Bducational 
Pinauoc was assembled. This Goinmittee recommended that with a iriew to 
mining systematic progress towards the fulfilment of the poUor ontUned by

It was felt that only by these measures eotild any continnify of ^ policy 
in eretj Board area and an even rate of ex}ansion throughout the Proyince be 
assured. 

The method by which the proportion nhich Provincial revenues should 
contribute towards the cost of each programme should be calculated has been 
described in Chapter II. 

The recommendations of the Committee were accepted by Government, 
and Inspectors were instructed to prepare five-year jirogrammes on the lines 
indicated, based upon tlie maps already snbmilted. 

The programmes have subsequently been prepared and approved by 
Oovernment, but the final steps for the fulfilment of this scheme have been 
taken daring the present year. 

It may he noted that the programmes were to include the improvement 
of existing institutions, < by the appoint moat of additional assistants, the 
repheement of untrained by trained teaohets, etc , pan passu with the opening 
of uew schools ; and in tact in the programmes finally approved five- twelfths of 
the expenditure will be of this nature. 

Coitpnitonr Pri- 27. A mcasurc of equal if not greater importance and which loomed more 
largely in the public eye was the introduction by Government in the Legislative 
Council of a Compulsory Primary Education Bill. Th(' Bill is of a wide charac- 
ter, being applicable both to rural and luunic ipal areas and capable of extension 
even to girls, being based on the principle of local option. The Bill was reJferred 
to a Select Committee and since the form which it may ultimately take is as yet 
uncertain, it would be premature to make any more detailed reference to its 
provisions. It is gratifying to find that it has been generally welcomed by the 
public. 

It is impossible to estimate the ultimate effect of the two measures briefly 
described in the preceding paragraphs. But at least we have before us a defi- 
nite goal at which to aim, namely, the provision of adi quate facilities for educa- 
tion throughout the Province and the gradual introduction of the compulsory 
principle in areas where such facilities have been provided ; and we shall in 
future be able to measure with some degree of accuracy our progress towards 
the reaHsatiou of this ideal.

Tho demands for admission rose to 180 in 1917 and 
were 223 for the present year, AJany of the candidates were first class matri- 
culates. 


There were 101 applications for admission to tho vernacular class, of 
whom only 37 could bo admitted, so that all the district board scholarships 
could not 1)0 utilised. Tho question of opening a second vernacular class at 
Gurdaspur is under consideration. 

Ariangements for additional students were made, e.(j., the erection of a 
special ho tel for tho admission of sons of largo landholders and c\-&tudents of 
the Aitohison College, Lahore, It was also decided to admit students from 
Sindh at tho request of tho Commissioner in Sindh. 


The Education Department owes a debt ot gratitude to Mr. W. Jloberts 
the Principal, and to bis stall' for the keen and practical iutert st they are taking 
in the scheme for introducing agricultural teaching in the ordinary schools of 
the Punjab. Without this export co-operation the eflorts of the Education 
Department would be loredoomod to failure. 


faoveiiuuont School 38. The Government School of Engineering, Easul, suffered from several 
R#wf *^’ "****” *^’ changes of staff throughout tho year. The death of llai Sahib Pandit Chiranji 
Lail, Assistant Principal, from heart disease was a great loss to the insti- 
tution. 

Of the students at the School 50 were Hindus, 32 Muhammdans and 16 
Sikhs, so that all communities arc well represented. 

Of 40 students who appeared at the 2nd year’s examination, 39 pa&ied, 
the remaining student passing in all subjects but one, a remarkable result. 

Mr. 0. E. Blaker took over charge of the institution from Mr. Gemniell 
towards the end of tho session. He states that he is very favourably impressed 
with the general standard of the majority of the subordinate students, a fair 
pexoontago of whom should be quite suitable for overseersbips later in their 
careers and ultimately to be placed in charge of sub-divisions. The surveying 
course he considers second to none in India.

intermediate examination. The Zenana Mission house was handed over for the 
use of the college in October 1917. The staff ^ now consists of four full-time 
lecturers, one half-time lecturer and two occasional lecturers. 

There were fire girls preparing for the B.A. degree at other arts 
colleges. 

Secondary Sciioou 44 , There are only 1,661 girls at the secondary stage of education, but 
this is an increase of 199 over the number in 1916-17 . ^ ^ 

Secondary schools are as a rule well equipped ; their chirf lack being play- 
grounds. It is difficult to obtain sufficient ground contiguous to town schools, 
and girls cannot like boys be taken to playgrounds at _ any distance from their 
schools. The Inspectress, Ambala writes that “ physical training is practically 
unknown outside Mission schools. There is no preparation lor it and no desire 
for it. In a few cases balls, skipping ropes and a swing have been provided, 
but these are not renewed or repaired”. 

The Inspectress, Multan, writes that “ drill is taught only in theLyallpur 
middle school and in the Mission primary school at Montgomery ”, Le., only in 
two of the ] 60 schools in the Division. 

The staff of secondary schools are as a rule well qualified educa- 


tionally. 

Frimaty Schools, 46. Tho same cannot be said of primary schools in w'hioh the number of 

trained teachers increases but slowly. In the Eawalpindi Division for example, 
oi B8S teachers only 17 are trained and certificated.^ It is at least satisfactory 
to read in the Ambala Inspectress’ report that “in almost every case the 
trained teacher is a success and effects a vast improvement in the school ; but” 
she adds, “ the difficulty of inducing teachers to go for training is very great ”. 

During the current year steps have been taken to overcome this difficulty 
and to supplement the work of the Lahore Normal School for Women by estab- 
lishing normal schools at mofussil centres ; but an account of these measures 
will he included in next year’s report. 

Meantime it is not a matter of surprise that no less than 43,465 or five- 
sixths of tho total number of girls receiving education are in tho lower pri- 
mary stage. The untrained teachers being as a rule only “ primary-passed ” 
are not competent to advance their pupils beyond this standard. 

46. Within certain well defir cd limits the work is much better than 
might bo expected. Reading is often fluent, written sums are worked with great 
accuracy, and handwriting is sometimes surprisingly good. That is to say, 
a certain amount of mechanical proficiency is attained in the teaching of the 
3 Es. It is when intelligence is needed, e.g , in explaining the matter read, in 
setting questions in mental aritlimetic or explaining the use of the rules learnt, 
that the deficiencies of the teachers become apparent, “ Geography seldom goes 
beyond the memorising of a list of names and reading a map ”. 

Inspection 47. Dndcr those circumstances the only hope of improving the work of 

the primary schools rests in constant supervision and instruction in method by 
Inspectresses. 

Unfortunately the staff of Inspectresses is very small and of the five 
posts of Divisional Inspectresses, one, that of MulMn, remained vacant through- 
out the year owing to the transfer of Miss Marshall to the North-West fron- 
tier Province. Miss Douglas was transferred to the Ambala Division, rendered 
vacant by Mrs. Gilbertson’s transfer to Delhi, and her place at Rawalpindi was 
taken by _Miss Must from the Normal School, in whose place Miss Uppal has 
been officiating. A few District Inspectresses and Superintendents have been 
engaged by District Boards and Municipalities ; hut the appointment of a staff 
of District Inspectresses by Government is clearly desirable in order that the 
work may be properly supervised and co-ordinated. 

Briitogs, ^ 48. Very little building was possible during tho past year owing to the 

high cost of materials. TOie cost of the few sdiemes which have been completed, 
dormitories for the Church of Scotland Mission School, SMlkot, far 
exceeded the original es^mates.

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CHAPTER IX. 

EBXJOATIOlSr OB' Efkopuanh. 

49. There are few changes to report in the condition of th<» European 
Schools in the Province. 

The numhor of public schools remained the' same, namely, 34, and the 
number of pupils in attendance at all schools iucroased by 61 to 3,011, 

The number of liigh schools dcoreasod by one to thirteen, owing to the 
reduction of the Cathedral Boys* School, Lahore, (o the middle sUitus. This 
was a wise move, as there was little use in maintaiuing a high department for 
three or four pupils. 

The total expenditure from all soureos increased froth Rs. 3,33, 170 to 
Rs. 9,70,346. 

Hireot expenditure increased bv Rs, 6,097, *•<?•, from Rs. 3,66,066 to 
Es, 3, '’2, 763. 

60. The increase in direct expenditure is chifsfly due to increased staff 
grants. This is satisfactory as it means an inerease both in the raies of «dari«B 
and in the number of trained teachers. The actual number of twined twhers 
employed was 137, as compared with 127 in fch^proeeding yea^ mmteo®

ol. The results oi the departmental examinations ss ore quite satisfac 
tory, 71)'7 J per cent of the candidates passing llu' Iliuh school examination a 
compered vith 07*1 last yiar, and 73‘7 passing the Middlt* examination as com 
pared with 73 'lb last year, 

A great deal of trouble uas exjjorieuced in connection with the conduct o 
the Cambridge Seuioi Local examination, the papers having been lost in transi 
owing to enemy action. The examination at the Simla centre was abandoned 
Single eopi<*s ot the question papea* were received by the Superintendent ii 
Lahore and an (‘xamination for 3(5 candidates held tliere ; but it was only afte. 
strong rej>re&cntations that the Cajubridgo authoiitios finally decided to accejr 
this examination. Twelve of the candidates were successful, ihere appear! 
to be great need ior an all-India examination ol sufficient status to be rocog' 
nised by the home authoiitios as equivalent to the Oambridge Senior Loca 
examination. 


Phjsiofti tnhnng. 52. Tho uew regulations of tho Indian Defence Poree for the training 

of junior cadets have been much criticised by headmasters. They have put £ 
stop to the development of the scouting movement except in the Christ Ohurcl 
School, Simhi, and they have also put an end to the rifle shooting competitior 
for the Luropoan Schools Challenge Shield. 

The attention to games in hoys’ and girls’ schools varies very much fron 
school to school ; and is dependent on the provision of playgrounds and th( 
interest tahon by the teachers The former factor will always he a diffieult 3 
in hill schools, but the latter might be improved if teachers wore traiuod tc 
organise games. 

The Girl Guide movement was introduced with success in the Cathedra 
High School for Girls, Lahore. 

LaflwnceMiiitw Several long- nccded improvements were_ effected at the Lawrence 

Aijinm, Sanaa w Military Asylum. Chief ainongst these is the provision ot a good water supplj 
by pipes from Sunawar. Hitherto the Asylum had been dependent on a loca 
spring which was proved unquestionably to be tainted. The institution is now 
better oJff in this respect tlnu it has been since its foundation in 1847. Th( 
sanitation was improved, and bettor servants’ quarters were constructed. Bu' 
much remains to be done in the matter of buildings, before the institution car 
be pronounced really up to date. 

An interesting development is the opening of a babies department whiel 
has already an enrolment of twelve. This department was opened at the in' 
stance ot Mr. Baxno in view of the number of applications received to admii 
babies whose mothers have died while their fathers are on active service. Ir 
addition to affording a homo for the babies this new department ju’evides £ 
training ground for the older girls as children’s nurses. Plans and estimates 
ior a erdche have now bt'en prepared. 


Lawienu soiiool, 64. There Were 361 children (240 boys and 121 gifls) at the Lawrene< 
tow Gall. School, Ghora Gali. There were several changes in the staff of the girls’ schoo! 

during the year ; and an increase in the staff of matrons especially for the hos- 
pital and boys’ school is an urgent need. 

The school did exceptionally well in examinations last yeax, passing 1£ 
out of 20 at the High school examination and 22 out of 26 at the Middle school 
examination, no less than thirteen children winning scholarships. 

No large building^ operations were undertaken during me year, and the 
provision of proper hospital accommodation is a particularly urgent require- 
ment.

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Mr. L. A. Leslie- Jones, who had been Principal of the College since 
1904, and to ’nhom the College owes much, was transferred to the Mayo Col- 
lege, Ajmere, at the end of the summer term, his place being taken by Mr. J. 
Kelly, the senior member of the staff. 

The staff has suffered a number of changes during the year and the com- 
mittee has before it proposals for a measure of reorganisation, which it is hoped 
to introduce uith the aid of the^ increased income from fees and an enhanced 
grant from Government, for which application has been made. 

Education op Low Castes and Oeiminal Tribes, 

6 3, The Inspector of the Lahore Division reports the opening of six new 
schools in his division for low caste hoys, the Inspector of Jullundur of five such 
schools, while the Inspector of Ambala, Lala Hari Das, reports the opening of 
five low caste schools (three in Gurgaon and two in Ambala), and the closing of 
three such institutions (two in Karnal and one in Eohtak). 

The last named Inspector also reports an increase from 290 to '732 of low 
caste children attending ordinary schools. Of these no less than 429 were 
Chamars. “ The phenomenal rise,” he says, “ is in a measure due to the level- 
ling tendencies of the times and the consequent decay of prejudices.” 

Eighty-nine Minas (a criminal tribe) attend schools in the Gurgaon Dds- 
tiict and are in receipt of special stipends.

Text-Book Committee. 


tcfflmit- 69. The total number of books considered by the Text-Book Committee 
was 334 as compared with 50 ) in the jjrevious year. The decline in the number 
of publications clearly indie ites that war conditions and the consequent rise in 
the cost of paper and production are being increasingly felt. 

The decline in the quantity and quality of the Looks submitted for the 
award of prizes und^-r the scheme for the encouragement of vernacular iitera- 
luve having been Ijrought to th^^ notice of the committee by Government ig 
resolved that in future — 

(ij prizes should be of higher value and fewer in number, the minimum 
rev ard to be not less thanRs. 600, vhile in the case of works of 
exceptional merit it might reach Rs. 1,000 ; 

(fi) works of real worth and outstanding merit only should be re- 
warded, it being clearly understood that in the event of the re- 
quired standard not being reached even the best book of a year 
should not receive a prize ; 

(w) any balance remaining in the fund after the awards for a given 
year had been paid should be utilized in the purchase and ^s- 
tribution to schools of good vernacular literature. 

Towards the close of the year the committee represented to Government 
the need for some standardisation of the technical terms used in vernacular text- 
books. Government accordingly appointed six sub-committees, consisting o^ 
three members each, to deal respectively with the Urdu terms irr use in 
(al Agriculture, (S) Physics, (c) Chemistry, (d) Education, (a) Geography, (/) 
Mathematics. 


The function of these committees is to consider the terms in use in Urdu 
text-books up to the Matriculation standard, and where alternative terms are 
found to select the best, in cases where English or foreign words (e.g'., Geogra- 
phical names) are necessarily or commonly employed to select the best ttansKn 
temtionof them, and in exceptional oases where the English term has not 
gained’ <«w»ency, is imsmtahle l«r trassllteration, and has a,o Eydu equivalent 
ttwnfcg). to suggest snoh an equivalent, v 
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The suh-committees aro at present at work and arc reported to haTc made 
considoiablo progress with their difficult task. The results ol their kibours 
should do much to lacilitate the use o£ the veruaoular medium in secondary 
schools. 

CHAPTER XII. 

The Schools asd thb Wab. 


00. The following table is of interest as showing the coiitrihutiom fu 
men and money made by Educational iubtitutious in the Paiij'ib to tlie cause o£ 
the Allies in the present war : — 
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This table shows that over ten thousand recruits, three-quartow o£ whom 
were actually masters or students in sol nols, were provided for tlu* army, whilo 
nearly Rs. 8 lakhs were subscribed to war funds. Tiiis is a record of which tlie 
Punjab Colleges and schools may well bo proud. 

It is only just to mention a few of the institutions, who&o records aro 
particularly fine ; — 

' (a) jRecmtiiigf.'— The Government College, Eahore, providedl 116 recruits 

chiefly through the agency of the War News AssooiaUon, an aooouut of whose 
fl,olivities will be found in the Quinquennial Review.
